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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 
Name and Purpose 


Section 1, This organization shall be know as the 
Alumni Association of the General Electric Apprentice 
Training System, Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

' Sec, 2. The object of this Association shall be to 
promote the moral, educational and social welfare of 
its members, and to establish a closer bond of fellow- 
ship. 

Sec. 3. This Association cannot be dissolved while 
nine members, in good standing, object to its disso- 
lution, This section cannot be altered, amended or 
rescinded, 

ARTICLE II 
Membership 


Section 1, There shall be three classes of members, 
Resident, Non-Resident, and Honorary. 

Sec, 2. All members in good standing at a period 
of one month after the adoption of this Constitution 
shall be considered Charter Members of the Association, 

Sec, 3. Resident members shall be those residing 
within a twenty-five mile radius of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
or employed at the Fort Wayne Works, 

Sec. 4. Non-Resident members shall be those resid- 
ing outside a twenty-five mile radius of Fort Wayne, 
Ind,, and not employed at the Fort Wayne Works. 

Sec. 5. Honorary Members shall be the Supervisors 
of the Apprentice School of the Fort Wayne Works pro- 
vided they are not a graduate thereof, All present 
Honorary Members of such date shall retain Honorary 
Membership but with no voting privileges. 

Sec. 6, Any graduate of any General Electric 
Apprentice Training System with his diploma and of good 
moral character may become a member of the Association 
by filing an application together with an initiation 
fee and dues for one year with the Financial Secretary. 
Acceptance of application is subject to approval of the 
Executive Committee, Should application be rejected, 
fees and dues will be refunded, 
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ARTICLE III 
Officers 


Section 1, The Officers of this Association shall be 
elected annually by ballot at the regular fourth quarter 
meeting. A plurality vote is necessary for election. 

Sec, 2. The Officers of this Association shall be: 
President, Vice-President, Recording Secretary, Financial 
Secretary, Treasurer and Board of Directors, (4 members) 

Sec, 3, The Executive Committee shall consist of the 
Officers and the Board of Directors and they shall have 
general supervision of the affairs of the Association, 

Sec, 4, The Nominating Committee shall consist of the 
Executive Committee and four (4) members to be appointed 
by the President, They shall nominate the candidates for 
Office. 

Sec, 5. Any officer can be removed from office for due 
cause by a two-thirds vote at a regular or special meeting 
called for that purpose, after every member has been duly 
notified ten days previous to such meeting. 

Sec. 6, The Executive Committee may appoint such 
committees as they from time to time see fit, 

Sec. ¢. The Board of Directors shall consist of four 
(4) members, and the retiring President shall serve for 
One Or more terms until the succeeding President is 
retired, 

Sec, 8, If the office of the President shall become 
vacant it shall be filled by the Vice-President. If the 
office of the Vice-President, Recording Secretary, Finan- 
cial Secretary, Treasurer or any of the offices of the 
Board of Directors shall become vacant during the year, 
the Executive Committee shall fill the vacancy by appoint- 
ment, 
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ARTICLE IV 
Suspension of Members 


Section 1, Any member may be suspended by the 
Executive Committee for conduct unbecoming a member 
and a gentleman, However, the member must be given 
written notification of the proposed suspension and 
allowed one (1) week after the receipt of such 
notification to ask for a trial at which he may 
testify in his own defense; either before the 
Executive Committee or the membership at large as 
he desires, 


ARTICLE V 
Dues 


Section 1. The initiation fee, annual dues, penalties 


(for non-payment of dues), etc., shall be fixed by the 
by-laws, 


ARTICLE VI 
Amendments 


section 1, No part of the Constitution shall be 
repealed, altered, suspended,or amended unless the 
proposed alteration be presented in writing at a meeting 
at least one month previous to the regular meeting of 
the Association, at which time action is to be taken 
thereon, and if two-thirds of the members present vote 
in favor thereof, it shall be adopted. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
Meetings 


Section 1, Four (4) business meetings shall be held 
each year, the first on or before March 31, the second 
on or before June 30, the third on or before September 
30, and the fourth on or before December 30, 

Sec, 2. Special meetings may be called by the 
Executive Committee or by the request of ten members. 
No business shall be transacted at a special meeting 
except that for which it has been called. 

Sec. 3. No proxy shall be voted at any meeting of 
the Association or Executive Committee, 

Sec. 4. At the first meeting of the year the newly 
elected officers shall be installed and the standing 
committee for the ensuing year announced, 


ARTICLE II 


Section 1. A special meeting of the Executive 
Committee may be held at any time provided due notice 
is given thereof. 

Sec. 2. A quorum of the Executive Committee shall 
consist of six members, A majority vote shall consti- 
tute an act of the Committee unless some other vote 
has been specifically provided for. 


ARTICLE III 
Elections 


Section 1. The officers of the Association shall 
be elected annually as described under Article III of 
the Constitution, 


ARTICLE IV 
Duties of Officers 


Section 1, The President shall perform the duties 
pertaining to his office. He will, when present, 
preside at all meetings and sign all official documents 
and warrants for money drawn upon the Treasurer and 

endorsed by the Executive Committee. 
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Sec, 2. The Vice-President shall assist the 
President, and in his absence assume his duties, 

He will also have supervision of all standing 
and special committees, 

Sec, 3. The Recording Secretary shall take 
charge of all records belonging to the Association, 
conduct all correspondence, keep minutes of the 
proceedings of all meetings of the Association, 
recording same in a book provided for that purpose 
as a permanent record, Further, it shall be the 
duty of the Recording Secretary to notify all 
members of any special meetings, He shall be 
Ex-Officio Secretary of the Executive Committee 
and shall keep in a separate record the minutes 
of the meetings of the Executive Committee, 

Sec, 4, The Financial Secretary shall receive 
all moneys due the Association and turn all money 
received over to the Treasurer; also, perform 
such other duties as usually pertain to that 
office. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer shall receive from the 
Financial Secretary all money due the Association 
and shall take charge of the same, keeping a 
detailed account of all receipts and disbursements 
of the Association. He shall pay all claims 
against the Association when claims have been 
approved by the Executive Committee and signed 
by the President, 

Sec. 6, On notice from the President or 
presiding Officer of the death of a member in good 
Standing, the Treasurer shall draw from the Treasury 
a sum not to exceed ten dollars ($10.00) for a 
floral remembrance. 

Sec, ¢. The Officers shall be members ex-officio

A member whose dues are not paid within 
the first three months of the calendar year will be 
delinquent. Delinquent members can be reinstated 
by paying a fee of $2.00 plus current year's dues or 
assessments, Delinquent members shall not have 
voting privileges. 

Sec. 3, Any member may apply for a demit when 
transferred to second trick operations or if 
totally physically disabled and with the approval 
of the Executive Board, A demit allows a member 
to stay in good standing with no voting privileges 
without becoming delinquent.

The first graduates of the Apprentice Training 
System of the Fort Wayne Works completed the 
machinist course (then the only course offered) 
in the year 1917, The Apprentice Association 
was organized during that year and immediately 
became active, socially and athletically, They 
had excellent football and baseball teams which 
made quite a name for themselves among the 
younger teams of the city. 


On June 14, 1920, a meeting was held in Build- 
ing No, 16-2 for the purpose of organizing an 
Apprentice Alumni Association, Oscar Weitzman, 
who was foreman of the Apprentice School at that 
time, acted as temporary chairman at this meeting, 
Constant Frank was elected president; Leonard 
Erickson, vice-president: Clarence Roembke, 
secretary-treasurer, 


In order to build up the treasury it was 
decided to confer life membership on any one who 
was brave enough to hazard $10.00 with the new 
Organization. (In those days $10 was no meager 
sum.) Eight such fearless and reckless individ- 
uals were found in the persons of George Buckles, 
Edward Ehrman, George Fries, Harold Jacobs, 
Harold Koehlinger, Clarence Roembke, John 
Rosencrance and Lloyd Welbaum, 


It was also decided that all those joining 
before July 28, 1920 would be charter members of 
the Association, These men are; Joseph Miles, 
Leonard Roebel, Robert Bangert, Henry Klingen- 
berger, Emanuel Stock, Edward Ehrman, Clarence 
Roembke, Leonard Erickson, Harold Koehlinger,

Harold Jacobs, Alfred Dickmeyer, Carl Schlenker, 
Herbert Driftmeyer, John Rosencrance, and Robert 
Kayser.
